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CONSTITUTION* 



THE UNITED STATES. 



We, the People of the United States, in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, ensure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the common defence, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution for 
the United States of America.

ARTICLE I. 



SECTION I. 



Congreas. 



All Legislative powers herein granted shall be vested in a 
Congress of the United States, which shall consist of a Senate 
and House of Representatives. 

SECTION II. 

The House of Representatives shall be composed of mem- Reprea'utativeg. 
bers chosen every second year by the people of the 'several ^^^ chosen. 
States, and the electors in each State shall have the qualifica- 
tions requisite for electors of the most numerous branch of the 
State Legislature. 

No person shall be a Representative who shall not have at- QaaUflcationsof 
tained to the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years '^preaentativea. 
a citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall be 
chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among Apportionment 
the several States which may be included within this Union, ^dXect taxes.** 
according to their respective numbers, which shall be deter- 
mined by adding to the whole number of free persons, including 
those bound to service for a term of years, and excluding In- 
dians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. The actual 
enumeration shall be made within three years after the first 
meeting of the Congress of the United States, and within 
every subsequent term of ten years, in such manner as they 
shall by law direct. The number of Representatives shall not Cemnis every lo 
exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each State shall ^®""' 
have at least one Representative; and until such enumeration 
shall be made, the State of New Hampshire shall be entitled

SECTIOxN III. 

Seiiate,howcho- The Senate of the United States shall he composed of two 
*^^ Senators from each State, chosen by the Legislature thereof, 

for six years ; and each Senator shall have one vote. 

SenatoraciasB'd. Immediately after they shall be assembled, in consequeqce 
of the first election, they shall be divided as equally as may 
be into three classes. The seats of the Senators of the first 
class shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of 
the second class at the expiration of the fourth year, and of 
the third class at the expiration of the sixth year, so that one- 
vacancies, how third may be chosen every second year; and if vacancies 
^®*^ happen by resignation or otherwise, during the recess of the 

Legislature of any State, the Executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments, until the next meeting of the Legis- 
lature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

Qualification of No person shall be a Senator who shall not have attained to

United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabit- 
ant of that State for which he shall be chosen. 

Vice President The Vicc President of the United States shall be President 
to preside. ^£ ^^ Senate, but shall have no vote unless they be equally 

divided. 

Officers of Sen- The Senate shall choose their other officers, and also a Presi- 
dent pro tempore, in the absence of the Vice President, or 
when he shall exercise the office of President of the United 
States. 

Triaiofhnpeach- The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeach- 
ments, ments. When sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath 
or affirmation. When the President of the United States is 
tried the Chief Justice shall preside ; and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two- thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 

Judgment on im- Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further 

peachment. x^slto. to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and 

enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit, under the United 

Eflfectot States; but the party convicted shall nevertheless be liable 

and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and punishment, 
according to law. 
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SECTION IV. 

The times, places, and manner of holding elections for EiectionB, when 
Senators and Representatives shall be prescribed in each "*^ *^®^ ***'^'*' 
State by the Legislature thereof; bat tho Congress may at 
any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, except as 
to the places of choosing Senators. 

The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year ; »^, Jp®°^*i 
and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, "^ *^^ 
unless they shall by law appoint a different day.

Each House shall be the judge of the elections, returns, . Eiectiona, 
and qualifications of its own members, and a majority of each^ 
shall constitute a quorum to do business ; but a smaller nura- Quorum, 
ber may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members, in such manner Aba'ntmemb'ra. 
and under such penalties as each House may provide. 

Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and 
from time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as *^ *"* ^^ * *** 
may in their judgment require secrecy ; and the yeas and 
nays of the members of either House on any question shall, 
at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Neither House, during the session of Congress, shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three 
days, nor to any other place than that in which the two 
Houses shall be sitting.

SECTION VI. 



The Senators and Representatives shall receive a compen- Compengation.

The migration or importation of such persons as any of the importation of 
States now existing shall think proper to admit, shall not be f^^" ^^^'^^^ *^ 
prohibited by the Congress prior to the year one thousand 
eight hundred and eight; but a tax or duty may be imposed on 
such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for each person.

ARTICLE II. 

SECTION I.

And they 
shall make a list of all the persons voted for and the nnmber 
of votes for each; which list they shall sign and certify, and 
transmit sealed to the seat of government of "the United 
States, directed to the President' of the Senate. The Presi- ^^f^^^Q^J""}^ 
dent of the Senate shall, in the presence of the Senate and ^^ ° "^ ^ 
House of Representatives, open all the certificates, and the 
votes shall then be counted. The person having the greatest 
number of votes shall be the President, if such number be a 
majority of the whole number of electors appointed ; and if 
there be more than one who have such majority, and have an 
equal number of votes, then the House of Representatives ^^^'SeSctoM 
shall immediately choose, by ballot, one of , them for Presi* taii 
dent ; and if no person hacve a majority, then from the five 
highest on the list the said House shall," in like manner, 
choose the President. But in choosing the President, the 
votes shall be taken by States, the representatioYi from each Votea by Stuvea. 
State having one vote ; a quorum for this purpose shall con- 
sist of a member or members from two-thirds of the States, 
and a majority of all the States shall be Accessary to a choice. 
In every case, after the choice of the President, ihe person 
having the greatest number of votes of the electors shall be 
the Vice President. But if there should remain two or more vice Preaident 
who have equal votes, the Senate shall choose from them by 
ballot the Vice President.* 

The Congress may determine the time of choosing ^^^ j^EiecUon^ meet- 
electors, and the day on which they shall give their votes ; ^ ^ ^^ **"" 
which day shall be the same throughout the United States. 

No person except a natural born citizen, or a citizen of the Quaiiflcationa of 
United States at the time of the adoption of this Constitution, ^'®"*^®'^*; 
shall be eligible to the office of President ; neither shall any 
person be eligible to that office who shall not have attained 
to the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a 
resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the President from office, or of ^^"^JJ^'^f^J*^; 
his death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers 
and duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the 
Vice President, and the Congress may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation, or inability both of the 
President and Vice President, declaring what officer shall then 
act as President, and such officer shall act accordingly, until 
the disability be removed, or a President shall be elected. 

The President shall, at stated times, receive for his services pf^^JJ^a?"**^^" °' 
a compensation, which shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the period for which he shall have been elected, 
and he shall not receive within that period any other emolu- 
ment from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take 
the following oath or affirmation :

the best of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States.'' 

SBCTIOxN II. 

Powers and da- The President shall be commander-in-chief of the army 
de^^ ^* ^'^'and navy of the United States, and of the militia of the 
several States, when called into the actual service of the 
United States ; he may require the opinion, in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the Executive Departments 
upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices ; and he shall have power to grant reprieves and par- 
dons for offences against the United States, except in cases 
of impeachment. 

Appointment of He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of 
pu CO cera. ^j^^ Senate, to make treaties, provided two -thirds of the Sena- 
tors present concur; and he shall nominate, and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, shall appoint ambassadors , 
other public ministers and consuls, judges of the Supreme Court, 
and all other officers of the United States, whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, and which shall be es- 
tablished by law. But the Congress may by law vest the ap- 
pointment of such inferior officers, as they think proper, in the 
President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of depart- 
ments. 

Vacancies In of- The President shall have power to fill up all vacancies that 
may happen during the recess of the Senate, by granting com- 
missions which shall expire at the end of their next session. 

SECTION HI. 

Farther powers He shall from time to time givei to the Congress information 
Sent.*^^^*^'^*^*"^^*^® ^'^*® ^^ ^^® Union, and recommend to their considera- 
tion such measures as he shall judge necessary and expedient. 
He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both Houses, or 
either of them; and, in case of disagreement between them, 
with respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them 
to such time as he shall think proper. He shall receive ambas- 
sadors and other public ministers. He shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed; and shall commission all the offi- 
cers of the United States. 

SECTION IV. 

impeaciunent The President, Vice President, and all civil officers of the 
United States, shall be removed from office on impeachment 
for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, or other high crimes and 
misdemeanors. 
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ARTICLE III. 
SECTION I. 

The Judicial power of the United States shall be vested in Judiciary, and 
one Supreme Court, and in such inferior courts as the Con- **°^'' ^ judges, 
gress may from time to time ordain and establish. The judges, 
both of the Supreme and inferior courts, shall hold their offices 
during good behavior ; and shall, at stated times, receive for 
their services a compensation, which shall not be diminished 
during their continuance in office. 



SECTION If. 

The Judicial power shall extend to all cases in law and equi- ^J®" ^ **»• 
ty, arising unc3.er this Constitution, the laws of the United S tates, ^ ^ "^* 
and treaties made, or which shall be made under their au- 
thority ; — ^to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters, and consuls ; — to all cases of admiralty and maritime ju- 
risdiction ; — ^to controversies to which the United States shall 
be a party ; — ^to controversies between two or more States ; — 
betw.een a State and citizens of another State ; — between citi- 
zens of different States ; between citizens of the same State 
claiming lands under grants of diffeirent States, and between a 
State or the citizens thereof, and foreign States, citiaens or sub- 
jects* 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers and siiS^^'cowt*** 
consuls, and those in which a State shall be a party, the Su- 
preme Court shall have original jurisdiction. In all the other 
caseff before mentioned, the Supreme Court shall have appel- 
late' jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such exceptions, 
and under such regulations, as the Congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of iippeachment, shall '^^^ ^^ ^^^' 
be by jury ; and such trial shall be held in the State where the 
said crimes shall have been committed; but when not commit- 
ted within any State, the trial shall be at such place or places 
as the Congress may by law have directed.

SECTION in. 



Treason. 



Treason against the United States shall consist only in levy- 
ing war against them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. No person shall be convicted of treason 
unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the same overt act, 
or on confession in open court. 

The Congress shall have power to declare the punishment ^^No^cormptionof 
of treason, but no attainder of treason shall work corruption of 
blood, or forfeiture, except during the life of the person attainted.

SECTION I. 

A^ of states Full faith and credit shall be given in each State to the pub- 
lic acts, records, and judicial proceedings of every other State. 
And the Congress may by general laws prescribe the manner 
in which such acts, records and proceedings shall be proved, 
and the eflfect thereof. 

SECTION II.

SECTION III. 

New states. New States may be admitted by the Congress into this Union ; 

but no new States shali be formed or erected within the juris- 
diction of any other State j nor any State be formed by the 
junction of two or more States, or parts of States, withoutlhe 
consent of the Legislature of the States concerned, as well as of 
the Congress. 

Territory and The Congress shall have power to dispose of and make all 
Uufted^stateH?' ^^ uccdful rules and regulations respecting the territory or other pro- 
perty belonging to the United States; and nothing in this 

Claims. Constitution shall be so construed as to prejudice any claims of 

the United States, or of any particular State. 

SECTION IV. 

Hepubiican form The United States shall guaranty to every State in this Union 
*^Prorecu^^of the 3. republican form of government, and shall protect each of them 
States. against invasion ; and on application of the Legislature, or of 

the Executive, (when the Legislature cannot be convened,) 

against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

thisCo"8Sa?iSii*^ '^^® Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitu- 
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tion, or, on the application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of 
the several States, shall call a convention for proposing amend- 
ments, which, in either case, shall he valid to all intents and 
purposes, as part of this Gonstitntion, when ratified hj the Le- 
gislatures of three-fourths of the several States, or by conven- 
tions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by the Congress ; provided that no 
amendment, which may be made prior to the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect the 
first and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article ; 
and that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its 
equal suffrage in the Senate. 

ARTICLE VL 

All debts contracted and engagements entered into, before ^^.n^^L'JIJ"^' 
the adoption of this Constitution, shall be as valid against the SSSs^dT^^^ "*^°^' 
United States under this Constitution, as under the Confedera- 
tion. 

This Constitution and the laws of the United States which tj^*^®^.*^*' 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or * ^^^"^"^ *^- 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United States, 
shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the judges in every 
State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Constitution or 
laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Senators and Representatives before mentioned, and the Oa^ of public 

members of the several State Legislatures, and all Executive 
and Judicial officers, both of the United States, and of the sev- 
eral States, shall be bound by oath or affirmation, to support 
this Constitution : but no religious test shall ever be required as No reUgioiu test.

An act approved March .% 1865, con- 
firms this allowance at the present rate of pay of a private. 

An act approved March 30, 1814, (Stat. 3, 114, sec. 6,) and April 24, 1816, (3 Stat., 
299, sec. 12,) each grant an additional ration to subalterns. 

An. act approved July 5. 1838, (Stat. 5, 258, sec. 15,) grants to all officers below the 
grade of general officer an additional ration for every five years' service. 

An act to increase the pay of the officers of the army, approved 21st February, 1857, 
increases the monthly pay of all officers twenty dollars per month, and fixes the price 
of the ration at thirty cents per ration. The foregoing acts, viz : March 16, 1802, 
March 30, 1814, April 24, 1816, July 5, 1838, and February 21, 1857, establish the 
monthly pay, the number of rations, and the servant allowance as now paid to officers. 
An act approved March 3, 1865, increases the price of rations to fifty cents per ration 
to officers who do not receive commutation for quarters or fuel, to continue during the 
present rebellion, after which the price will be thirty cents per ration under the act of 
February 21, 1«57. ' 

An act approved July 17, 1862, (sec. 2, Stat. 12, page 594,) establishes the allowance 
of forage. 

When quarters and fael are not furnished by the government, a commutation is 
allowed, which commutation is governed by regulations of the War Department. Offi- 
cers, of the marine corps on board ships do not receive these allowances. 

All officers of the marine corps below the grade of major are (by regulations of the 
Navy Department) entitled to ten dollars per month for the responsibility of arms, 
accoutrements, and clothing, when commanding or on duty as the senior line officer at 
naval stations on shore, or when commanding the guard of a vessel in commission^ the 
complement of which guard is forty men or upwards. 

Officers absent from duty over six months,, either with or without leave, do. not re- 
ceive the allowance for servants, forage, fuel, or quarters, either in kind or commuta- 
tion, (act August 3, 1861, Stat. 12, 290, sec. 20.) An officer absent from duty with 
leave, except for sickness or wounds, shall receive but half-pay and allowance, and any 
officer absent without leave shall forfeit all pay and allowances daring such absence, 
(act 3d March, 1863, Stat. 12, 736, sec. 31.) 

An act approved June 20, 1864, sec. 11, permits a leave of absence for thirty days in 
a year without deduction of pay. ) 

Enlisted men, — ^An act to increase the pay of soldiers of the army, &c., approved 
June 20, 1864, establishes the rate of pay under which enlisted men are now paid. 
This act continues in force during the present rebellion ; after which the non-commis- 
sioned officers and musiciai&s will be paid under the act of 5th July, 1838, (Stat. 5, 
258, ) as amended by the act to increase the pay' of the rank and file of the army ap- 
proved August 4, 1854, (Stat. 10, 575,) and the privates under act approved August 6, 
1861, (Stat. 12, 326.) ,

The President approves the foregoing plan of reorganizing the mode of executing the 
coast survey, with this expression of his construction of so much of the 8th article as relates 
to the appointment of the chiefs of the hydrographical parties, and the same is to be un- 
derstood and executed accordingly, viz : That the Secretary of the Navy shall assign 
such officers of the navy as he shall see fit, to be the chiefs of the hydrographical par- 
ties, when so requested by the Treasury Department ; which officers are not by such 
appointment to be considered as permanently attached to that service, but liable at any 
time to be substituted by others, at the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy. 

The charge of the survey of the coast is continued in the Treasury Department, and 
is to be under its control ; and the Secretary of the Treasury will be the medium of 
communication with the persons employed in the survey, to whom all reports will be 
made, and from whom all directions on the subject will be received.
